The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
teaches breaking and removing the top wall at a break off zone through the use of 
moving parts once the mold is opened (Fillmore US PN 5927567, Buhler US PN 
5346659). However, the prior art does not disclose nor render obvious applying a force 
to a protuberance on the removed top wall sufficient to cause a break to occur at the 
notch.
